Rabbi's  Desk 


“And  you  shall  make  for  yourselves  fringes 
on  the  comer  of  your  garments...” 

For  Mitzvah  Sunday,  I  was  asked  to  lead 
a  discussion  on  women’s  participation  in  the 
synagogue.  The  session  addressed  lay  leader¬ 
ship,  leading  services,  wearing  tallit,  donning 
tefillin,  and  covering  hair  in  the  synagogue. 
On  most  of  the  topics,  a  range  of  opinions  was 
expressed,  but  on  the  question  of  woman  and 
tallit,  a  consensus  emerged.  I  would  like  to 
take  this  opportunity  to  explain  about  the 
mitzvah  of  tzitzit  (fringes)  and  express  what 
seems  to  be  the  policy  of  the  synagogue  on 
this  issue. 

The  Torah  states,  “The  Lord  said  to 
Moses:  Instruct  the  people  Israel  that  in  every 
generation  they  shall  put  fringes  on  the  cor¬ 
ners  of  their  garments  and  bind  a  thread  of

blue  to  the  fringe  of  each  corner.  Looking 
upon  it,  you  will  be  reminded  of  all  the 
mitzvot  of  the  Lord  and  fulfill  them  and  not  be 
seduced  by  your  heart  or  led  astray  by  your 
eyes.  Then  you  will  remember  and  observe  all 
My  mitzvot  and  be  holy  before  your  God.  I  am 
the  Lord  your  God  who  brought  you  out  of 
the  land  of  Egypt  to  be  your  God.  I,  the  Lord, 
am  your  God.”  NUMBERS  15:37-41 

How  do  the  tzitzit  “remind  us  of  the 
mitzvot”?  Rashi  brings  down  the  tradition  that 
their  numerical  value  adds  up  to  613,  the  total 
number  of  mitzvot  in  the  Torah.  Thus,  wrap¬ 
ping  oneself  in  the  tzitzit  is  supposed  to  incul¬ 
cate  an  overall  awareness  of  the  mitzvot  and  a 


commitment  to  observing  them  throughout 
the  day. 

Originally,  the  obligation  for  fringes  took 
effect  only  when  one  was  wearing  a  four-  cor¬ 
nered  garment,  such  as  a  shawl  or  poncho- 
type  robe.  Then,  when  people  no  longer  wore 
gannents  with  four  corners,  they  made  sure  to 
wrap  themselves  in  a  four-cornered  garment 
with  fringes  (tzitzit)  for  prayer,  so  that  the 
mitzvah  would  not  be  lost  altogether. 

Why  has  the  tallit  generally  been  associ¬ 
ated  with  men,  and  not  women?  The  mishnah 
in  Kiddushim  1:7  tells  us  that  women  were 
exempt  from  mitzvot  that  had  to  be  performed

Tu  B’Shevat 

Tu  B’Shevat,  the  New  Year  for  Trees,  begins  at 
sundown  on  Friday,  January  21st  and  con¬ 
cludes  at  sundown  on  Saturday,  January  22nd. 

In  Jewish  history,  Hillel  and  his  disciples 
declared  Chamisha  Asar  B’Shevat  a  semiholi¬ 
day.  They  called  it  Rosh  Hashanah  L'ilanot 
(the  New  Year  for  Trees)  because  by  this  day 
in  Israel  the  annual  rains  have  ended  and  a 
new  annual  cycle  of  tree  growth  begins. 

On  this  as  well  as  on  virtually  all  issues, 
the  School  of  Hillel’s  decision  was  accepted 
and,  since  the  first  century7,  C.E.,  the  15th  day 
of  the  month  of  Shevat  was  celebrated  as  the 
New  Year  for  Trees. 

Although  no  special  liturgy  or  festivity  is 
described  for  the  day,  in  Israel,  the  ancient 
practice  of  planting  trees  has  been  revived 
and  school  children  and  others  do  so  on  Tu 
B’Shevat. 

In  our  religious  school,  children  plant  trees 
in  Israel  through  the  Jewish  National  Fund.

at  a  certain  time.  Tallit  was  considered  such  a 
time-bound  mitzvah,  since,  being  worn  in  the 
day  only,  not  at  night,  it  entered  the  category 
of  positive  time-bound  mitzvot. 

The  goal  of  exemption,  presumably,  was 
to  make  sure  the  women  were  not  being  torn 
in  two  directions,  by  their  obligations  to  God 
and  their  obligations  to  their  families.  Still,  it 
was  generally  agreed  among  the  legal  decisor 
( poskim )  that  exempt  did  not  mean  forbidden. 
The  vast  majority  said  that  women  who  could 
and  wanted  to  observe  these  “positive,  time- 
bound  mitzvot”  (tallit,  tefillin,  lulav)  should 
not  be  prevented. 

A  woman  might  not  want  to  wear  a  tallit 
if  she  perceives  it  is  an  inherently  male  gar¬ 
ment.  (The  Torah  prohibits  males  wearing 
female  garments,  and  vice  versa.)  She  may 
simply  not  be  used  to  it,  and  in  opinions  of 
what  is  an  "authentic"  synagogue  experience, 
early  memories  can  be  formative. 

However,  this  need  not  be  discouraging. 
A  tallit  is  no  more  than  a  vehicle  for  the 
fringes.  It  can  be  made  of  almost  any  color, 
size,  and  design.  As  long  as  it  has  four  comers, 
and  properly  tied  knots,  it  can  be  as  "femi¬ 
nine"  as  one  likes. 

What  are  some  reasons  women 
would  want  to  wear  a  tallit? 

During  recital  of  the  Shma,  we  take  hold 
of  the  tzitzit  and  kiss  them  the  three  times  the 
word  “tzitzit”  is  uttered.  Some  people  feel  that 
to  recite  the  Shma  without  being  wrapped  in 
tzitzit  is  to  bear  false  witness  -  edut  sheker  - 
proclaiming  that  God  has  commanded  us  to 
place  fringes  in  the  corner  of  our  four-cor¬ 
nered  garments,  and  yet  not  observing  this 
(relatively  easy)  mitzvah. 

In  addition,  donning  a  tallit  can  be  a 
meaningful  way  of  preparing  oneself  for 
prayer,  creating  a  holy  space  around  oneself, 
designating  that  upon  entering  the  synagogue, 
one  is  making  a  shift  from  the  everyday 
clothes,  manner  and  state  of  mind.  Moreover, 
the  blessing  and  attending  passages  (pages  2- 
5  of  Siddur  Sim  Shalom )  are  very  beautiful 
and  poetic. 

In  our  Mitzvah  Sunday  discussion,  other 
points  were  made:  “Wearing  a  tallit  makes  me 
feel  like  part  of  the  praying  community.” 
When  I  read  Torah,  I  feel  like  something  is 
missing  if  I  do  not  have  a  tallit.”  “When  1  have 
an  aliyah,  I  prefer  to  kiss  the  Torah  with  my 
own  tallit  than  with  a  cloth  someone  hands 
me."  Some  women  were  interested  but  do  not 
want  to  stand  out!  They  wanted  to  see  things

change  over  time,  but  did  not  want  to  take  on 
the  awkward  role  of  pioneer.  Others  thought 
a  sign  encouraging  visitors  to  take  a  tallit 
would  alleviate  the  hesitancy  of  women  who 
were  brought  up  to  think  they  were  not 
allowed. 

In  summary,  while  many  women  would 
still  choose  not  to  wear  a  tallit,  they  want  their 
daughters  to  be  exposed  to  the  mitzvah,  to 
learn  about  its  significance,  and  to  be  encour¬ 
aged  to  try  it.  The  youth,  in  turn,  need  role 
models  in  their  teachers  and  parents.  Years 
ago  we  sponsored  a  successful  “make  your 
own  tallit”  workshop.  If  there  is  renewed 
interest,  we  would  like  to  offer  a  workshop 
once  again  for  bat  mitzvah  age  girls  and  their 
mothers.  This  may  be  a  project  we  undertake 
as  a  community.  While  we  do  not  want  to 
alienate  women  who  choose  not  to  wrap 


themselves  in  a  tallit,  we  certainly  want 
women  who  already  do  wear  tallit  to  feel 
encouraged  in  that  decision,  and  we  want  the 
entire  congregation  to  know  about  the  mean¬ 
ing  and  symbolism  behind  the  tallit/tzitzit.
